propoſed to My Self, in behalf of my 
People . and thoſe unhappy differences 


between my T'wo Houſes are grown to 


ſuch an height, that 1 find no poſſible 
means of putting an end to them, but by a 
Prorogation. tis with great unwilling- 
neſs that 1 make uſe of this expedient , 
having always intended an Adjournment 
for the preſerving of ſuch Bills as were un- 
finiſhed : But my hopes are, that, by this 
means, the preſent occafion of differences 
being taken away, you will be fo careful. 
hereafter of the publique,as not to ſeeknew 


ones, nor to reviye the old.
